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THE  FAMIHT  OF  PADDOCK 


I.  ROBERT  P.fDDOCE,  tho  pilgrin  ancestor,  was  settled  in  Ply¬ 
mouth  in  1634,  atl  probably  several  years  before  and  after  that  tins**  ('“ilo  lived 
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year1*,  Hay,  1636 3  also  George  cad  John.  George  aarried  Sar0.I1  iiicai-d  in  1657.  John 
married  Anna  Jones;  he  was  born  in  1643.  Mary,  his  daughter,  n.  Thorns  Roberts, 

I656;  she  was  born  in  1633.  Mice  was  bora  l Larch  7,  1640. 

II.  ZEGHARLU  PADDOCK,  son  of  tile  first  Robert,  lived  in  Yar¬ 
mouth,  (Cape  Cod,)  and  died  there  Hay  1,  1727.  He  married  Deborah  Soars,  (1659) 

who  survived  hir.,  aiid  left  nof  his  own  posterity,  forty— eight  grandchildren  and  thrty- 
eight  great-grardchildren.  “He  obtained  the  character  of  a  righteous  mn.s!  The 
most  of  his  descendants  were  through  Ms  son  Zechariah,  bom  in  I664. 

III.  2hiGRiuClnH  PADDOCK.  Of  his  personal  history  little  is 
known.  Two  of  his  so  no  emigrated  to  the  town  of  Hiddloboroogh,  -  Ichnood  and  Thomas. 
Ho  doubt  'the  records  and  graveyard,  at  Yarmouth,  afford  t!ie  account  of  his  birth, 
deatii,  and  those  of  ills  children. 

IV.  So,  of  his  son,  THOllVS  PADDOCK  of  Hiddleboroughj  there  are 
records  and  grave  stones  which  give  an  account  of  Ms  numerous  family.  Two  of  his 
sons,  Thoms  and  Adinop  and  remembered.  Thomas  lived  in  Hiddleborough,  and  was 
distinguished,  physically,  as  the  most  powerful  and  robust  man  in  town.  Adino  lived 
in  Boston,  and  had  a  store  in  Tromont  Street,  and  planted  the  large  elm  trees  in 
that  street,  near  Perk  Street  J looting-iiouso ;  was  captain  of  a  company  then  called 
“the  Train  Mtillery; "  was  a  loyalist,  and  left  Boston  with  the  British  troops, 
when  evacuated  by  them  in  1776*  He  was  called  Col.  Paddock. 

Of  ICIIABQD,  son  of  Zechariah,  jr. ,  we  have  a  more  full  account. 

Ho  was  bom  in  Yarmouth,  June  1,  1637 J  married  Joanna  Faunce,  Gauglier  of  Elder 
Faunce,  son  of  the  Pilgrim  John  Faunce,  and  had  bom  to  him  m  Yarmouth,  Bothiah,  b. 
Sept.  21,  1713,  d.  sane  year;  Priscilla,  b.  Oct.  1,  1715;  Jane,  b.  Aug.  1717|  Joanna, 
b.  June  15,  1719£  Ephraim,  b.  April  15,  1721.  lie  removed  to  Hiddlo borough  in  1722, 
and  had  bom  to  him  there,  Thomas,  May  5,  1723;  Zechariah,  b.  Fob.  20,  1725;  Patience, 
b,  IJcv.  5,  1727,  end  Janes,  b.  April  11,  1730. 

He  wan  unfortun  to  in  his  removal,  having  tho  sole  money  of  Ms 
farm  stolen  from  tho  vessel  in  which  he  sailed  to  Plymouth;  and  having  driven  all  his 
;  neat  cattle  to  his  net;  form,  and  feeding  then  with  fresh  meadow  hay,  they  all  died, 
having  before  been  kept  upon  hay  fren  the  salt  marsh;  end  English  hay  at  that  time 
was  very  little  cultivated.  He  and  Ms  wife  were  both  uctive  and  respectable  members 
of  the  First  Church  in  lliddleborough.  He  died  August  5,  1750,  aged  v3;  and  she  died 
May,  1758,  aged  63, 
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8.  JOANNA,  b.  July  21,  1767$  n.  Oliver  Cushman  of  Plynpton; 
lived  iai  Plainfield,  Conn.,  and  in  Brookfield |  removed  to  the  State  of  Illinois, 
vhoro  she  died,  loading  tiro  sons  and  two  daughters* 

9.  JOANNA,  - - 1  was  betrothed  to  Isaac  Thompson,  Esc.,  but

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Stephen  Hopkins  was  born  in  England  in  1580,  and  died  at  Plymouth, 
Massachusetts,  before  Aug.  20,  1644* 

He  came  to  America  from  London  in  the  Mayflower  in  1620.  He  was  one 
of  the  well-to-do  Pilgrims,  and  although  little  is  known  of  his  life 
before  he  came  to  America,  he  is  recorded  as  a  man  of  energy,  courage  and 
ability,  who  became  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  useful  men  of  the  Colony. 

He  was  one  of  the  assistants  to  the  Governor,  1633-37,  and  there  is  very 
frequent  mention  of  him  in  the  records  of  the  Plymouth  Colony''.
